There has been, a steady Increase 


in the number of inmates of 
the 


Green Bay reformatory applying for 
"University of Wisconsin Extension 
correspondence study courses, accor- 
ding to E. G. Gorrow, local represen- 
tative of the division. The Increased 
demand has kept pace with the in- 
creasing population of the institu- 
tion, Mr. Gorrow reports. 


A plan for free reading couises 


was authorized during the past two 
jears and this work has been stead- 
ily increasing- with beneficial results, 
he says. A total of 45 students are 
now enrolled m these free reading 
courses, while there are 82 enrolled 
in 
the extension' correspondence 


study. There is little doubt that m 
the next year or two the free educa- 
tional service will rapidly expand as 
it becomes better understood by the 
inmates, Mr. Gorrow believes. 


During the past jear 14 inmates 


finished complete courses, while 38 
worked on non-completed courses. 
Thirty were active on complete 
courses. Thirty were active on com- 
plete courses and 25 in the reading 
class. 


The percentage of completions of 


extension courses must remain low 
because of the great mobility of the 
population due to short sentences 
and generous use of parole power. 
The increased percentage of comple- 
tions in the second year, however, is 
an indication of an earnest and sin- 
cere effort on the part' of the stu 
dents, Mr. Gorrow reports 


There also has been an increasing 


demand for vocational courses. Onlj 
25 per cent of the enrollment is in 
courses which could be classified as 
general education and these are 
mostly 
elementary English 
and 


mathematics—the other 75 tier cen' 
showing a trend toward some voca 
tion, he reports. 


The vocational interest is stimulat 


ed m a direct way by the vocationa' 
arid trade training provided for in 
mates in the reformatory, Mr. Gor- 
row explained. Since inmates who 
have not had a ninth grade education 
are required to attend school within 
the institution and are given trade in- 
struction there, the figures given in 
the annual report are for advanced 
students and might have no relation 
to the establishment of trade train- 
ing, he says. 


The 17 enrolled m auto mech>anics 


courses is a direct outgrowth of the 
automobile work in the institution 
where some 62 inmates are at work. 
Similarly the four students interest- 
ed in musical programs have been 
edged on by the work in the orches- 
tra -wKich keeps about 40 inmates 
busj, Mr. Gorrow says.

Barring Wife's Testimony 


St. Louis ~-VP)~ The "antiquated 


and fosilized rule of the common 
law," which prohibits a wife from 
testifying in favor of her husbanO, 
or a husband for his wife, was dis- 
cussed by Judge William S. Ken- 
yon of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in an opinion filed 
here today. 


Judge Kenyon declared that "if

Italian volcano which recently erupt- 
ed, next to Vesuvius Is perhaps the 
best .known of the world's active 
and semi-active -volcanoes, according 
to a bulletin, from the" Washington, 
E>". C., headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society.

"Stromboli in effect is a burning 


island," says the bulletin. "Always 
showing some activity, it has well 
earned- its ti«e,. 'Lighthouse of the 
Mediterranean.' 
Even by 
day it 


shows itself to mariners by its plume 
of smoke. At night it not only glows 
continually, but sends out at inter- 
vals more vivid flashes of light after 
the fashion of a man-made light- 
house. Stromboli's flashes, however, 
are not regular; and it is this ir- 
regularity that gives it is marked 
individuality. 


RESERVOIR OF LAVA- 


"In the crater is a continually boil- 


ing reservoir of lava. 
The scum of 


molten rock gathers and -partly ob- 
scures the glow at times; then the 
gathered steam and gas pressure 
blasts £he film away and the white- 
hot liquid casts its heightened glow 
on sky and clouds. 


"In the ages during which lava 


and ashes have been cast up through 
its vent, Stromboli has built itself 
into an almost perfect cone, like a 
Mediterranean Fujiyama. The island 
is circular and is about eight square 
miles In. area.

floor.

lings Stromboli Island has had In- 
habitants for many centuries.

Lipari, or Aeolian Islands, which lie 
from.

Chicago— (CPA)—Russia is said to 


be buying back the wheat futures 
she sold- earlier this month on the 
Chicago board of trade, prices ^give 
evidence of stabilizing, and tempered 
cheer is replacing gloom in the world 
grain markets. 


The smash that has carried wheat 


prices to the lowest level since 1907, 
should, according to trade authorities 
hav.e spent its principal force. 
But 


little promise of profit is 'held out to 
American grain growers In the fu- 
ture—with Russia coming back into 
world markets as an additional com- 


petitor—unless they heed the advice 
to curtail acreage. 


Immediate developments that are 


affecting the world's most dramatic 
economic situation, are: 


1. Hamilton Fish, Jr., head of the 


congressional committee investigat- 
ing communistic activity, will con- 
vene his group here Monday to in- 
quire into Russian deals. 
He will 


have the 
full cooperation of the 


board of trade. 


2. Reports in the trade say that 


Russia has about pulled out of the 
Chicago market. 


3. The Farmers National Grain 


corporation, a farm board agency, 
has beeh in the market replacing 
wheat previously sold, but with the 
express statement that it is making 
"no effort to fight the Russian men- 
ace with active buying support." 


4. Silar Strawn, president of the 


International Chamber of Commerce, 
and leading local attorney^ is in 
Washington to see President 
Hoo- 


ver and to explain the board of trade 
position. His mission is expected to 
be to endeavor to forestall an an- 
nouncedj attempt by congress to re- 
strict short sales of grain to those 
having the actual grain to deliver. 
This would influence hedging opera- 
tions. Presumably, too, he will take

Peace had been declared .and the 
ancient National league accepted its 
new rival on an equal.footing. 


Contrast; the financial picture of 


the first modern world's series with 
the' million-dollar spectacles to which 
the American baseball public became 
accustomed in post-war boom days! 


The total attendance for the five 


games played by the Giants and 
Athletics was 91,723, an average of 
about 18,000, as compared "with the 
record-of 63,000 at the Yankee Sta- 
dium in 1926.

The total" receipts were $68,435, of 


which ?27,394.20 was split among the 
players, each Giant collecting ?!,-

In 1923 each member of the win- 


ning New York Yankees collected

?419,000. 


Appropriate though it was to have 


the series involve the two manag- 
ers who have been the most suc- 
cessful ;in their respective, .league's, 
the fact is that the.great right arm 
of Christy Mathewson had more to 
do with the outcome than any mas- 
ter-minding from the sidelines. 


- The series lasted only five games, 
every one of which was a .shutout, 
and Mathewson won three 'ot^ them 
for the triumphant Giants.

objections at large upon the journal and 
proceed to reconsider it. Appropriation 
bills may be approved in whole or in part 
by the governor, and the part approved 
shall become law, and the part objected 
to shall be returned in the same manner 
as provided for other bills. If, after such 
reconsideration, two thirds of the mem- 
bers present shall agree to pass the bill, 
or the part of the bill objected to, it shall 
be sent, together with the objections, to 
the other house, by which it shall likewise 


be reconsidered, and if approved by two- 
thirds of the members present it shall be- 
come a law. But in all such cases the votes 
of both houses shall be determined by 
yeas and nays, and the names of the mem- 
bers voting for or against the bill or the 
part of the bill objected to, shall be enter- 
ed on, the journal of each house respective- 
ly. If any bill shall not be returned by the 
governor within six days (Sundays ex-

Finally, my 
companion had a 


strike. Wo rejoiced to think that 
wo were going to prove the .worm 
theory silly. But it proved to bo a 
northern pike- ofj about five pounds 
weight. It was a good fish, any- 
how. From that timo on wo began 
taklngipike, but no bass. Finally, in 
desperation, I rigged ufl my fly rod 
with an enameled line and three 
foot leader. To this I attached a 
combination of small copper spinner 
and pork rind. 


I soon had a good bass. My com- 


panion then followed suit and we 
had some fine sport during the next 
hour'or so. The bass lie along the 
rocky shores of the small islands 
as well as along those of the main 


land. To get 
them we ^ound It 


necessary, to let our spinnere sink 
a few feet before beginning the re- 
trieve. .They are hungry and put up 
a vicious scrap, but you must show 
them the right lure, • hence I have 
mentioned the combination we used 
so effectively.

In Wisconsin This Season

The season for, hunting dear in 


Wisconsin will open this year begin- 
ning Dec. 1.. All indications point to 
a good supply of these animals. The 
buck law is in force, and old hunt- 
ters are voicing the opinion that too 
many of the males are being Wiled 
off. 
They cite the case of Penn- 


sylvania where the deer have be- 
come so numerous in many coun- 
ties that they are not only ravag- 
ing farm crops but destroying the 
forests, their own natural food and 
food and cover of small game. Many 
does are not breeding but require 
just as much food as those that are 
reproducing. 


This surplus stock of deer result- 


ed from' over twenty years of pro- 
tection of does and fawns. The deer 
herds increased but the food 
for 


them did not. For two years the 
commission of Pennsylvania 
has 


tried to reduce the surplus by per- 
mitting the killing .of does. 
This 


year the same policy will be pur- 
sued and 100,000 special licenses will 
be offered for sale. This will be in 
addition to the regular: licenses for 
antlered deer and. for -j ;a. different 
season. 
It is expected that from 


25,000 to 30,000 does-will be disposed 
of in this way. 


Some advocate the abrogation of
